Secondly, we do not 
have well-qualified teachers whose educa- 
tional background is equivalent to that 
which is expected of teachers in voct- 
cational ficlds calling themselves profe 
sional. As examples, I mention medici 
dietetics and law. You would not find 
‘medical students being taught by persons 
who do not hold a medical degree or 
doctorate 

T hope the readers of your remarkable 
Journal will not think nurses are trying 
to boycott Japan. Lisle stockings for 
nurses are an old traditional hangover. 
This sort of thing certainly dates us. 1 
do not condemn traditions—nursing has 
many fine ones—but this and many 
ther instances give evidence of a erying 
need for traditional improvement in an 
cealightened age. 

It would be good for nursing and better 
for the public if both wake up some day 
Is Johnny Q. Public satisfied with the 
cclucation that is implied in a $50 tuition 
for a three-year nursing course? When 
you need a nurse, the least you could 
want would be one whos preparation 
was at least equivalent to that of the 
Gictitian who prepares your hospital

a member of the Dutch royal House of Orange-Nassau. 
Her mother is Crown Princess Juliana, her grandmother 
Queen Wilhelmina of The Netherlands. She was born at 
9:47 a.m. Jan. 31. She weighed 7 pounds, 11 ounces, had a 
fuzz of fair hair and a pair of sky-blue eyes. She presently 
began to yell. On her second day of life, her father, the 
German princeling, Prince Bernhard of Lippe-Biesterfeld, 
loomed over her with a camera and took this picture. He 
was convinced that she recognized him. 

This pretty parcel sent the entire Netherlands into a 
week of wild celebration. For no Dutchman can be patri- 
otic about his country without cherishing the House of 
Orange-Nassau. The first great man of the House was 
William the Silent (left), who founded the Dutch republic

in 1579. He is the baby’s great-great-great-great-great- 
great-great-great-great-great-grandfather. ‘The later mem- 
bers of the House, ruling as Stadtholders, made the republie 
great. They were probably the brainiest, most capable set 
of men ever produced by a royal house. After the Napole- 
onic wars The Netherlands called back an exiled branch of 
the family. In 1879 all the heirs had died. The 61-year-old 
king married a young queen. She produced one daughter, 
Wilhelmina. Wilhelmina produced one daughter, Juliana. 
Now Juliana has produced one daughter, named Beatrix 
Wilhelmina Armgard. Beatrix means to her father “She 
Who Makes Happy.” Wilhelmina and Armgard are her 
grandmothers. Unless Crown Princess Juliana has a man- 
child, Princess Beatrix will some day rule the 69,000,000 
people who compose The Netherlands and its possessions.

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DELAWARE: A DU PONT’S EYE VIEW OF THE FIRST STATE IN THE UNION 


r history Delaware is the first State in the Federal Union. It 
ratified the Constitution on Dee. 7, 1787, five days before a 
of the other original twelve. In per capita wealth it stands 31st 
and in size only Rhode Island is smaller. Here you are looking 
down on Delaware from an airplane owned and piloted by Henry 
Belin du Pont, who took LIFE’s photographer, Peter Stackpole, 
for a ride over the city and suburbs of Wilmington 

‘These pictures may give some idea why Delaware is called 
“the du Ponts’ State.” H. B. du Pont owns the airport at 
Wilmington from which the plane took off. His family built the 
two solid buildings which dominate Wilnington’s skyline on 
the opposite page—the de Nemours Building (in front) and the 
du Pont Building (just behind it). 
Du Ponts help determine the me 
bership of the Wilmington Country 
Club (below, right), pay the salaries 
which build fine homes in the sub- 
urbs (botlom,.left) and own the ships 
which ply the Delaware River (hot- 
tom, right). 

Without the du Ponts, Delaware 
would not be important. Wilming. 
ton, with its population of 106,600 
is smaller than Cambridge, Mass. 
Tt manufactures pulp and leather 
products, builds railroad cars and 
cans fruit, but none of these would 


make it a first-rank industrial city. As for the rest of the State, 
it is agricultural and, before the du Ponts came, it was backward. 

Delaware does have one business of first importance which is 
quite apart from the du Ponts—the trade in corporate charters. 
Millions of U.S. workers are employed by Delaware corporations. 
There is nothing shady about a Delaware corporation. Busi- 
nesses go there for charters because the State has made it easy 
nd cheap, cut red tape and refrained from taxing stock issues. 
It is the du Ponts, nevertheless, who make Delaware impor- 
tant, Theirfactoriesarescattered overadozenstates. Forinstance 
the dye plant shown below is across the Delaware River in New 
Jersey, though the docks and the river itself are Delaware's. But 
Wilmington is the du Ponts’ seat of 
residence, the capital city of their 
industrial empire. Into it pour the 
profits from all the du Pont enter- 
prises. Their money pays most of 
Wilmington’s salaries, ‘Their es- 
tates, by the dozen, grace the Dela- 
ware countryside, They dominate 
Delaware's society and run its poli~ 
tics. They are the nearest thing to 
a feudal aristocracy which exists 
anywhere in the U.S. ‘Turn the 
page for a look at the du Ponts, 
followed by pictures of the State 
in which they have grown great.

THE DU PONT DYNASTY (1739-1938) 


the du Ponts are powerful precisely because they are a family and in their 

private and business affairs they act as a family. No other great industrial 
family of America has remained, through five and six generations, such a 
loyal and coherent unit. For this there are several reasons. ‘The du Ponts 
are hard-working men, of sober, bourgeois, Huguenot descent. ‘They are ex- 
ceedingly prolific. ‘They have made a practice of marrying their cousins. And 
almost all of them have stuck together in Delaware. 

‘The founder of the family, Pierre Samuel Du Pont, came to the U. S. in 
1800 and his son, the first E. I, founded a powder mill. Around the powder 
business succeeding generations have gathered all their interests: automo- 
biles (General Motors), munitions, rayon, Cellophane, chemicals, plastics, 
dyes. ‘The family today is controlled by three brothers: a new Pierre Sam- 
uel, the head; Lammot and Irénée. Pierre's likely successor as head of the 
family is the brothers’ nephew, Henry Belin du Pont, who piloted LIFE’s 
photographer. Above is a chart of important du Ponts, past and present.

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1937-38 THEATRE SEASON 
BOASTS A DOZEN HITS 


Here in color are three 


"he 1937-38 theatrical season in New York has 

proved once again what is proved on Broadway 
every season: the producers who put on the big box- 
office hits are the experienced, old-line producers. 
The three gentlemen whose pictures appear at top 
of the group at left are all veterans in the business 
and tradition of Broadway. Among them, they own 
or have an interest in five of the twelve current top 
attractions, Another was put on by the Theatre 
Guild, now almost 20 years old, and still another by 
the seven-year-old Group Theatre. The remaining 
hits were staged by oldtimers—with the brilliant ex- 
ception of the brand-new Mercury Theatre's Eliza- 
bethan sellouts, Julius Caesar (LIFE, Nov. 22) and 
The Shoemaker's Holiday. 

Up to mid-February, sixty-odd plays had struggled 
through the harried, hard-working weeks of prepara- 
tion and rehearsal to achieve Broadway premiéres. 
‘Twelve became good money-makers. Eight proved 
more or less successful. The rest—almost four out 
of every five—were flops, This, says Broadway, is an 
average season. 

‘The season opened promisingly, doing well until 
mid-December when there came a sudden succession 
of sickening flops. Play after hopeful play rang up 
the curtain, received critical lambasting, rang the 
curtain quickly down. It was one of the most dras- 
tic series of midseason failures that Broadway could 
recall. Producers, as usual in such circumstances, 
berated critics for being too harsh with plays which 
were certainly no worse than mediocre, One author- 
producer even punched a critic on the jaw. 

‘Then, at the beginning of February, the season 
surprisingly got a second wind. Within a fortnight, 
four good plays opened; Bachelor Born, Shadow and 
Substance, On Borrowed Time, Our Town. The first 
two were imported from abroad. The second two 
were semi-fantasies dealing with death. Reviews 
glowed and Broadway, cockily deciding that the crit- 
ics had learned their lesson, predicted that at least 
three of the latecomers would bloom into genuine 
hits. Backers, heartened by the late-season evidence 
of the theatre's great vitality, were impressed by the 
commercial successes of experimental productions 
such as those done for the Mercury Theatre by 22- 
year-old Actor-Director-Producer Orson Welles; by 
the labor revue, Pins and Needles (LIFE, Dec. 27);
